NEWS fRON THE V.P. 


It was good the see everyone at the picnic and at 
the aeeting this aonth. I have to say that ue had a good 
tiae at the picnic, so anyone that wasn't there sure 
aissed out on a beautiful day, good food, and a good tiae P 
uith club aeabers. 
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Atari is in the news in a big uay. One of the 
things that uill set Atari cotputers in the foreground of 
the computer industry is to be recognized as a serious 
business and engineering aachine. This is starting to 
happen uith the ST line. 

In the Sept. 15, 1986 issue of Electronic 
Engineering Tines The ST is touted for it's add-ons and 
specialized software that is widening its applications. 
The news is froa the Personal Coiputer Uorld Show in 
London. The neus uas that 40 softuare houses, peripheral 
aanufacturers and user groups uere supporting the ST in a 
big uay. 

Atari's British subsidiary shoved the 2080STF, a 
2Mbyte RAN aachine and the 4t60STF, a 4Hbyte RAH aachine. 
They shoued a Blitter graphics enhanser that can be 
inserted into the existing ST computer also. 

There uas good neus about terainal emulation 
softuare also. A package has been written that supports 
the VT100 and the 4010 textronics graphics based saart 
intelligent terainals. It allows STs to switch betueen 
VT100 and 4010 euulation nodes autonatically in response 
to information sent by the host. How the ST can be used 
as a freely interchangeable character terainal or 
graphics i/o device. 
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In addition, Terainal/ST provides an augmented 
coaaand set uhich gives acess to color, keypad labeling, 
and remote control of terminal characteristics. The 
price for Terminal/ST is $105 in Britian. 
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Another itea shown in London was an add-on box that 
gives the ST the potential fo IS Million instructions per 
second. That is fast. The ST has also been turned into 
a multiuser systea by one British coapany. VHE-Atari 
Adainistrator links the ST to a 20-Hbyte hard disk and 
two terainals. Uith an expansion path you can hook up 
320 users, (three for each club aeaber!!> 

For those of you who do a lot of nuaber crunching 
can iaagine the Atari crunching IS aillion instructions 
per second. An accoapanying article in the Coaputer 
Engineering section of the EETiaes says that the Atari ST 
asseables T414 code at a rate of 50,000 lines a ainute. 

This is a great way for Atari to keep bringing us 
great Machines, like we are used to. Ue, as a users 
group, have always known Atari aade good aachines. 1 hope 
to have an ST of ay own in the future, but I don't want 
Atari or the software houses to forget that the 6-bit 
aachines are great too. Congratulations, Atari.

Back in Harch of this year a good friend and at 
that tine our president, Kevin Johnson showed ne 
a wonderful product. This product would not only 
replace the ageing Atari 850 which at that tine 
was a costly iten and HARD TO FDD# the 
PJRtComection had no power supply! (in the 
picture that is), now he had ny attention, which 
in itself is an acconplishnent. 

I immediately called ICO Inc. 1220 Rock Street 
Suite 310 Rockford, IL 61101 (B15) 229-2999 for 
rare info. To ny disnay it would not becone 
available for at least 2-3 nonths. 

I purchased the PSRIComection in July of this 
year fron LAY Electronics Inc. then it arrived 
(to ny joy) I noticed it needed no power supply. 
It didn't need any modification what-so-ever. It 
had DOCS!! that's right, docunentatian (ok, 
better than nost) sonething we Atari users are 
not used to. This baby was the finest, 
"state-of-the-art” noney could buy for only 
*59,95, 

The P!R« provides you with two RS-232 serial 
ports and one Centronics parallel port. This 
allows for connection of ny 825 printer and ny 
ship's 1200 baud Ventel 212 noden. The second 
port is for a serial device such as an EPROM 
programmer. 

I promptly disconnected the club's 850 interface 
and plugged in this jewel, turned an ny 
equipment and waited..,and waited...and 
waited... rechecked all connections and repeated 
the sane process for the next seven tines. I 
called John Litton at LAY and explained the 
problen to hin and to ny surprise he sent ne a 
new PiRt which arrived in less than four days. 
Again ny heart punping, sweat pouring off ny 
forehead, I turned on the equipment and success, 
everthing loaded, printer printed and noden 
nodemed. I was in seventh heaven, until,... I

Having added a Coeeodore to ay bardeare 
assortment has enabled ae to use soae excellent 
software that othervise would not have been 

available. 

Perhaps if enough Atari owners would 
contact the coapanies involved, these and other 
prograas aight be released for the Atari. 

1 oust preface ay coaaents by saying I 
wouldn't trade ay Atari for a Coaaodore under 
any circuastances and that after using both 
aachines there is no doubt the Atari 
applications prograas ran faster and are such 
easier to use than siailar prograas on the 
Coaaodore. 

However, the Atari has nothing that can 
compare with aany Coaaodore programs - such as 
The Hewsrooa, Create with 6arfield, Ace of Aces, 
Jet and others. , 


Create with Barfield is a Coaaodore program 
that enables one to do Garfield cartoons with 
characters froa the coaic strip. Two siailar 
prograas (for Coaaodore) are being released using 
Disney characters for cartoons and greeting 
cards. 

Another different Coaaodore prograa is the 
6raphic Label Haker - which prints sailing labels 
with Print Shop graphics, a nice touch for 
special sailings. 

Coaaodore has a treaendous nuaber of sports 
oriented gaaes that are not available for the 

Atari aachines. Epyx has by-passed the Atari for 
Suaaer Gaaes 11, Minter 6aaes and a new World 
Gaaes. 

Sub-Logic Pure-State Baseball and Sub-Logic 
Football are excellent strategy gaaes. The 
baseball gaae is siailar to Hicro-League 
Baseball, except that the graphics are far better 
and the Sub-Logic gaae also offers a ‘stadiua 
disk* so a series between the Nets and Dodgers 
could be played in Shea Stadiua or Dodger 
Stadiua. 


The Newsroom, which can be used to publish 
newsletters, aakes it easy to produce your own 
paper. The prograa is divided into several 
sections - the Banner, Copy Desk, Layout, Hire 
Service, and Photo Lab. Art work is added to 
the Banner and a choice of fonts is offered for 
the Banner. After it is created the Banner is 
saved for later use with the full page. The 
Photo Lab allows editing of clip art (with 
another utility available to convert Print Shop 
graphics to Hewsrooa graphics) for use as 
pictures accoipanying articles. The Mire 
Service permits using files for copy. The page 
is aade up of six panels and a banner with each 
panel aade up using the Copy Desk. 

1 was able to becoae very proficient with 
the Newsrooa in a couple of hours and was able 
to produce a page froa scratch in about an hour. 

Print Master, which is siailar to Print 
Shop, but with soae added features, is another 
prograa which would be nice for the Atari 8 bits 
(although it is available for the ST).

The football gaae can be played as a 
strategy gaae or an arcade game, and features 
aoveaent of eleven players for each teas. 
Superbowl Sunday, which was prograaaed by the 
sane people who aade the Sub-Logic gaae, is a 
strategy only gaae with graphics showing the 
aoveaent of all players. Teas data disks are 
available for all 19B5 HFL teams as well as past 
Super Bowl participants and six other past NFL 
champions. 

Soae flying gaaes include a new release froa 
Accolade, Ace of Aces, in which a British 
Mosquito boaber is flown on a series of aissions 
including aerial dogfights, boabing a train and 
bombing a submarine. The various views of the 
cockpit and froa the cockpit are worth the cost 
if one never plays the gaae. 

ACE (Air Coabat Eaulator) and JET are two 
aore flying siaulations and three helicopter 
gaaes, Infliltrator, Super Huey and Super Huey II 
are both very good siaulations.
